the Turkiſh Horſe; who rs naſe the ConduR of the ev 
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Vizjer inPerſon,&had killed near twenty thouſand of them upon the 
place. Andit is credibly Aﬀirm'd the vrand#3zter,is taken Priſoxer 
the Principle Standard of the Or:4man Empire is alſo taken; not 
withour 1oſs on the- Chriſtian ſide: For the Tzrks are ſaid to Engage 
in this Battle with a fury, rather proceeding from an Apprehenti- 
on of Deſpair, than true Courage, or good ConduQt; and continued 
the Battle ſeveral Hours with great obſtinacy, notwithſtanding the 
great Slaughters the Chriſtians made in alt parts of the Battle. 
This Battle being ended, and the Chriſtiaas by the miraculous 
Providence of God,” crowned with a ſecond Viltory, continued 
their perſuit with great eagerneſs, and fell upon another party of 
Turkiſh Horſe, (who had the Condutt of near Ten thouſand Chri- 
ſtian Captives ) and Totally Routed them, and redeemed the poor 
Chriſtians from the perpetual Chains of Bondage that then had 
ſeized them, Moſt of the {aid poor Chriſtians, were young choice 
Men, -that the Turks had Catcht-up, ever fince they made this laſt 
Invaſion, into the Chriſtian Emerours Country's. ( In their Ra- 
vaging, they cut off all Middle-Aged, and Elderly people without 
reſpect of perſons or Sexes. ) This dileverance of the poor Cap- 
tives, being no way leſs Conſiderable than the former; and for which 
all-good Chiiftians in Duty, ought to:Return hearty thanks, to the 
Divine diſpoſer of all things. The undanted and unwearied King 
of Poland, after this Defeat, had not purſued theEnemy above three, 
or- four Leagues,-butrecieyed Adyice by Scowrs, that a Great 
Army of Turkiſh Horſe, was on its March with Great Expedition ; 
which cauſed lp to make anFault,&fend expreſs to theDuke 
of Lorai#; to haſten to him with the Germaz Foot, and atcordingly 
the Auxiliries of the Empire ( who have been conſiderably Reintor- 
ced ſince the Beating the Turks from;Vzenza ) are on their March 
withal Expedition, to joyn the 6; ow And it's the Opinion 
of all, that the Turks will run-thehazard of another Battle. It is 
alſo affirm” , that beſides the Grend-Uizier; ſeveral other Perſons of 
reat Note, in the Turkiſh State.are taken Priſoners; and that this 
reſh Armyhas been. red with great Diligence, and deſigned 
to joyn the Vizier before Vienna, which Extraordinary preparation 
is judged, could not proceed otherwiſe,than from great Affurances 
that have been privately made, as well as the open Aſſiſtance re- 
| cieved from the Tekillitiſh Rebels, the firſt of which kind of Tray-
